The month-old exodus from 
Shanghai ts ‘feared to have run 
into its first, major“djsaster last 
night with the sinfing of the 
China Merchants Steam Navi-: 
gation Company's Ningpo-' 
bound-steamer.Kiangpa.outside, 
Woosung—mouth of the Shang- 
hai harbour—with a tightly” 
packed passenger load, estim~ 
ated at around 4,000, 

Late this evening -a high com- 
pany official told Reuter that -he 
wus not yet in a. position to con- 
firm the unofficial estimates that 
between 300 and 700 people had 
lost their Hives but promised a. 
stntement on Monday, after the 
receipt .of: the captain's report, 

He said that rescue vessels had, 
been landing survivors at various 
points along the 10-mile, stretch 
of the Whangpoo river banit be- 
tween’ Woosung and central 
Shanghai ond it would take some 
time to gathor them togettier.

Colony Supplying Carp 
ia Fry To Malaya 


Hong Kong has been supplying Malaya with mil- 
lions of Chinese carp fry by air, it was offi- 


cially learned yesterday, 


Every flying boat from the 
Colony takes at least -10,000 
carp fry to the Straits Settle- 
ments to stock Malaya's fresh 
water fish farms. 


' 

The fry are carried in four- 
gallon kerosene tins with an 
average of 500 fish in cach tin. 
The space above the water in the 
fin is filled with oxygen. 


More than 90 per cent of tha 
small fry arrlyed at thelr deatina- 
tlon strong and lively, it was 
oMclolly: stated, The joumey 
by air. tales only seven hours. 


Previously, fry arrived at 
Singapore after a five-day sea 
voyage in wooden tanks. Losses

telegrama took ns long os 48 
hours to reach Montgomery. 


Striking For Berlin 


Montgomery replied .to these 
ordera that his administrative 
situation was so stretched that he 
could not possibly capture the 
Ruhr; he added his oplnton that 
the right wing had no hope 
of capturing the Snnr.

Indiscretion 

Also appearing in America pl 
this time is a book by Kay Sum- 
mersby, “Eisenhower Was" My 
Boss.” It can do no good to Gen- 
ern! Elsenhower. .If American 
generals were in the hablt of 
confiding in women car drivers 
and scerctaries as Elsenhower 
and otherr appear to have done 
if this book is true, then their 
characters must slump In the 
eyes of the world. Mrs. Sum- 
mersby, Elsenhower’s woman 
driver, ‘alleges that Eisenhower 
discussed wit her his viewa on 
generals under him and also dis- 
closed to her the most secret 
matters. Her views on the lend~ 
ing war figures are enlightening, 
since they are presumably Elsen- 
hower's; the British come out 
badly, the Americans always win. 

One can only hope that much 
of the book is untrue. There is 
some evidence that this may be 
so, On page 65 the author states 
that at the Tunis Victory Parade 
she stood on the platform at the 
saluting base next to Mont- 
gomery, the man she disliked so 
much. Montgomery did not at- 
tend the Tunis Victory. Parade; 
he was in London on that day. 

Historians will note that Eisen- 
hower was ‘served by British 
Commonders-in-Chief. In the 
Mediterranean he had Cunning- 
ham, Alexander, Tedder—all Bri- 
tish. In North-West Europe he 
had Tedder os his Deputy and his 
threo invasion, 
Chief were Ramsay, Montgomery, 
and Lelgh-Mallory—all British.

The latest volume of 
“Documents on British For- 
eign Policy” from the Foreign 
OMce archives in’ .e inter- 
war period covers roughly 
the first half of 1932. It is a 
disheartening record but one 
on which, in the main, there is 
not much—in Europe—with 
which to reproach British 
Governments, The world 
was in the depths of the great 
depression: the reparations 
svstem had broken down; the 
Nazis were rising in strength 
in Germany with its six 
million unemploved; the Dis- 
armament Conference was 
its ill-fated career. 
We can see from these docu- 
ments whaf a heavy respons- 
hility for the political 
‘veakening of Europe was 
hort, by France, which, ap- 
narently secure behind her 
“old reserves, stood out ob- 
clinately for German repara- 
‘ions that could not possibly 
he paid. The British case was 
that reparations must be com- 
nietely cancelied; only when 
that was done could we hope 
for relief from our onerous 
pavments to the United States 
and could Bruning be 
«trencthened in Germany. 


But Layal and Flandin, shel-, 


terint behind the instabilities 
of French politics. insisted 
on keeping up the farce. 
The Lausanne conference 
was postponed for six months 
at their insistence, but not 
without some sharp — bicker- 
ine between Whitcholl and 
the slippery Laval. Most of 


the French Ministers were 
ready to admit in private 
that reparations were dead 
but pleaded that “French 
opinion had not’ realised the 
situation” and “must be 
educated.” The process was 
distressingly slow; and even’ 
when Herriot came in there 
was the same lack of real- 
ism, Meanwhile In Germany 
things went from bad - to 
worse. The senile -Hinden- 
burg dismissed © Bruning, 
Papen took over. and the 
nlunge towards Hitler went 
forward. Sir Horace Rum- 
hold's admirable dispatches 
from Berlin were full of en- 
linhtenment on German poli- 
tical currents, especially on 
the blindness of some’ gen- 
erals and industrialists. 
Whether the Western Powers 
could have done more, had 
France been willing, to help 
Bruning and stave off Hitler 
remains in doubt. Probably 
all would have been the same 
in the ¢nd. But the: records. 
are painful reading.

THE WAR IN”

Buck In Britoln afler three 
yenrs studying tho German plc- 
ture, I wondér how many of the 
Britlsh people realise that there 
ls another war in cold storage In 
Rerlin. 

The capital of Germany, with 
its British,’ American and French 
families and garrison forces ond 
{ts population af 3,000,000 Ger- 
mans, has now been block- 
aded for five munths hy the 
Russlans, | 

Marshal Sokolov-ty shut the 
road and railway on June 19. 
He is prepared to kcep up that 
blockade. He Js letting General 
Winter take command. 

A Berlin winter can be very 
hard indeed. 1 remember skat- 


ing in Aprll two years ago on- 


Bluv-White Club tennis courts. 1 
took a few turns with General 
Slr Brian Robertson, the Military 
Governor, who has always kept 
his judgment measured and 
eminently .falr to both Russians 
and Germans, "A crisis? There 
will always be a crisis in Ger- 
many. of one sort or another”, 
he remarked. But when Soko- 
lovsky cut his communications 
with the West, that was the big 
crisis. 

Robertson suspected that it 
would happen; he had neither 
the power nor the authority to 
do anything to prevent It, so he 
and General Lucius Clay, the 
American military governor, got 
together with thelr alr advisers 
und invented tho abr-Jift 

And that hus prolonged = the 
crisis from that day to this. It 
has grown so big that war nnd 
peace are inseparably -Mnked to 
tho Berlin blockade. 

Can we hold out? The nir-titt 
can supply all 2,200,000 Berliners 
In the Western sectors with their 
food ration pnd oven increnuse it 
a little. It cannot bring 
fuel. It cannot save hundreds of 
Berlin firms from certain bank- 
ruptcy. 

The trees of Berlin are being 
{cll. Pine and oak, green and 
full of sap, are crnshing down in 
avenues and gardens. They will 
never burn this:winter. Ther 
is not envugh kindling fu fire

Empty Homes

Palestine is the concern of aE; conquered not 


less than 
bodies—the Security Council, the 
Political Committee of the As- 
sembly, and the Third Committee 
of the Assembly, which deals 
with humanitarian (and some 
other) questions. Of these the 
Security Councll Is the supreme 
executive’ of United Natlons, 
charged with enforcing the truce 
and stopping fighting; the Third 
Committee has to do with the 
problem of the Arab refugees,, 
said now to number half a mil- 
lon; and the Political Committee 
has to work out a long-term 
policy for the future of Palestine.

to see whether moulds dr similar ante- 
biotic substances could produce drugs 
different from penicillin. Theus- 
sands of different meulds were collect- 
ei-trem such varied sources as the 
soil, decaying fruit and even from the 
atr—-and cultivated in- the same way 
as the mould “peniecillium notatum™ 
was being cultivated for the’ manufac- 
ture of penicillin. Hundreds of the 
moulas were in fact found to produce 
substances deadly to “the germs of 
disease and it seemed that a veritable 
treasure house of new drugs had been 
opened. Hopes were soon blighted 
however. _ Detailed investigations 
showed that many antibacterial sub- 
stances which looked so_ promising. 
could never be used in medicine. The 

Majority failed for the simple reason 

that although they were deadly to the 


germs of dasease they were equally. 


deadly to the cell§ of the human body. 
They were in fact general, poison 
germs—especially those which resist- 
ed penicillin—but are innocuous to the 
human body. 7 


Controversial 


Among the score or so of new mould 
preducts is streptomycin. This sub 
stance was discovered ‘in 1944 after 
lengthy investigations by Professor 
S. W. Waksman in New Jersey whu 
obtained it from a mould growing in 
the soil, and almost at once it attract- 
ed wide attention. First and fore 
most it was active -against germs— 
especially the tubercle: bacillus—which 
Second 
it seemed to fulfil the other require 
ment of being not dangerous but only 
unpleasant to human __ beings. Pre- 
liminary tests with guinea pigs infect- 
ed with tuberculosis were most pro 
mising . an” 

Very. soon streptomycin awas being 
made in sufficient quantities to use it 
against. tuberculosis in human beings, 


| but the results were very controver- 


sial, The biggest difficulty was due to 
the nature of the disease itself. It 
commonly develops quite slowly, so 
that even under the best conditions, 
months or even years are needed to 
sce whether any particular drug is 
beneficial or not. Secondly—and a 
most confusing factor—patients quite 
often recover spontaneously—or at 
least show great improvement—with 
no more treatment than rest -in bed. 
lf such patients have been receiving 
streptomycin or any other drug the 


recovery may quite wrongly be at- © 


tributed to the drug instead of. being 
recognised as an act of nature. 


Controlled Experiment ~ 


In September, 1948, the Medical Re- 
search Council in London formed a 


“Streptomycin in Tuberculosis” Com- . 


mittee which determined to find out 
just how many of the claims made for 
the drug could be justified. First of 
all they selected a. particular kind. of 
tuberculosis, for the disease can ap 
vear in a great many forms The 
kind they chose was tuberculosis of 
the lungs....In- the' seven hos- 
Pitals taking part in the trials 
107 patients. of similar ages (15 
to 30 years old). were selected who 
showed as nearly ag possible the same 
symptems of the disease. Of these, 
55 were, treated with streptomy- 
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cuTex hand beauty pre A 
aratione make it possible —

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cin. The other © 52. . received 
exactly the same -nursing treatment 


except that they were given no strep- 


tomycin. Elaborate precautions were 
taken to see that radiologists and 
other experts who had to assess the 
condition of the patients every month 
did not know which were streptomy- 
cin cases and which were control 
euses. It was feared that quite un- 
consciously .this knowledge might in 
fiuence their judgment. . 


Results showed that streptomycin {s° 


of undoubted benefit to sufferers from 
pulmonary tuberculosis, But "they 
also showed that numerous problems 
conceming ‘the use of the drug still 
await solution. These problems how- 


:ever-are now much less formjdable 


for the report shows that the elaborate 
precautions recommended by theory 
worked perfectly in practice. 

“This painstaking investigation will 
be welcomed by doctors throughout 


the world for it is the first time,that’ 
the result of carefully contro ex- 


periments have been published. At 
last they are beginning to -have a ~ 


clear indication both of the imitations 
and possibilities of streptomycin.
